On August 4, 1992, former Romulus 
Junior High School Principal, Jesse Meri- 
weather, assumed the position of Ath- 
letic Director for Romulus Community 
Schools. Meriweather, 53, is an 18-year 
Romulus resident, and has been in the 
Romulus school system for 24 years. 

"High-school sports can be a good 
rallying point for the entire community," 
said Meriweather in a recent interview. 
"Of course, I'm just getting started as 
A.D., but | would like to see more people 
come out for our games. I'm going to try 
to keep as much athletic information in 
front of the people as | possibly can." 

Meriweather comes to his new post 
with a strong background in athletics. In 
high school, he was an All-State basket- 
ball player; received an All-State honor- 
able mention in football; and, in track, 
went to the State finals in the 400-meter 
event in both his junior and senior year. 

In 1959, Meriwsather was recruited 
by Western Michigan University in 
Kalamazoo and, ultimately, went with the 
Broncos on a basketball scholarship. 
While at Western, he also ran four years 
of track. 

During a two-year U.S. Army stint, 
Meriweather played basketball for the 
team representing Fort Hood, Texas. 
Meriweather cited Fort Hood's overall 
victory inacompetition involving allArmy 
bases in the 8th U.S. Army as the high- 
light of his Army career. 

With the victory, Meriweather had an 
opportunity to tour Europe with the Fort 
Hood team, but had to turn it down be- 
cause he was due to be discharged from 
the service. 

In 1970, Meriweather joined the 
Romulus Schools as a teacher of social 
studies. From 1970 to 1979, in addition 
to his academic duties, he also served as 
varsity coach for both the boys' and girls’ 
basketball teams, and each springtime 
found him fulfilling his role as head coach 
for varsity track.

The new A.D. also comes to his 
position with an impressive education 
history. From Western, Meriweather holds 
bachelor of science degrees in social 
studies and physical education. He also 
has a master's degree in curriculum and 
a specialist's degree in administration, 
bothof which he earnedat Eastern Michi- 
gan University. 

Whenasked his first priority asA.D., 
Meriweather said, "| definitely want to 
get Romulus into a league. I've been 
speaking to other A.D.s in the area who 
are considering a type of mega-confer- 
ence. This would involve some 20 or 
more teams split into two divisions. But, 
again, just getting into this, | haven't had 
an opportunity to do much, yet." 

Meriweather's wife Diane worked for 
27 years as a Michigan Bell supervisor. 
Diane, a Romulus native, isa 1961 Romu- 
lus High School graduate. ; 

The Meriweathers' daughter, Robin, 
is asophomore at the University of Mich- 
igan. Robin is enrolled in a pre-law pro- 
gram, and hopes to become a corporate 
lawyer. O

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Romulus Profile: Pete Bergeron

These days, it's generally recognized 
that there are countless life circum- 
stances that can motivate people to set 
certain goals for the future. Romulus 
native and City Councilman, Noah"Pete" 
Bergeron, Jr., is an excellent example of 
such human behavior. 

Bergeron was 20 years old when he 
married Marsha Ryznar. Also from Romu- 
lus, Marsha was 19 at the time of their 
marriage. Soon, they hadason, Noahill, 
whom they called "Pete." 

Soon after Pete's birth, it was dis- 
covered that he had a defective heart 
valve. When he was five months old, and 
weighed only eight pounds and 10 
ounces, the little boy underwent correc- 
tive heart surgery. The operation was 
halted prematurely because of exces- 
sive bleeding. Four and one-half years 
later, surgeons again tried to repair the 
valve in young Pete's heart. This time, 
they succeeded. 

This traumatic ordeal in the young 
couple's early married life not only brought 
Pete and Marsha closer together, but it 
also instilled in Pete Bergeron a driving 
motivation to somehow pay back society 
for helping to save his young son's life. 

Inarecent interview, the 41-year-old 
Bergeron explained, "When little Pete 
needed his operations, we got financial 
assistance from the State to help us get 
through it all. It was at that point that | 
thought, when | got my feet back on the 
ground, | would do whatever | could to 
help repay society for helping us out. 

"For me," he continued, "serving on 
City Council is just another aspect of that 
commitment. Whatever | can do to help 
any "people" cause, I'm willing to do it.” 

In1976, Bergeronbeganhis people- 
oriented community service by becom- 
ing a member of the Romulus Rotary. 
After serving aterm as Rotary president, 
in 1978, Bergeron joined the Romulus 
Chamber of Commerce. In the Cham- 
ber, he served as both a board member 
and as vice-president. — 

"During that time," said Bergeron, "I 
also tried to do as muchas | could for our 
church, St. Aloysius. The first thing | got 
involved withwas the Ushers Club, some- 
thing I'm in even to this day." 

Bergeron also served his church by 
being a member of its administrative 
commission and, in 1980, he headed up 
that year's version of the St. Aloysius 
annual festival. 

The first indication that Bergeron 
was headed for a career in public office 
came in 1978, when then-Mayor, Bill 
Oakley, appointed him to the Romulus 
Housing Commission. 

Said Bergeron, "|stayedonthe Hous- 
ing Commission for two terms and then, 
in 1981, | decided to run for City Council. 
That year, there were two open seats on 
Council, and there were about 18 people 

running in the primary.” 
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Inthat, his first Council bid, Bergeron 
was victorious; since then, the people of 
Romulus have reelected him five times. 

"I've been blessed to have enough 
people who have confidence in my abili- 
ties to serve our community," he said. 

| then asked the Councilman to re- 
flect briefly on what he considers to be 
his three most important political achieve- 
ments of the past 11 years. 

"I'm proud of the work we did with the 
cable-TV issue. | was instrumental in the 
City's negotiations of that contract and 
with drafting the necessary legislation. 
I'm also proud to have been a part of the 
process of developing our own police 
department. 

"The third thing — and the one I'm 
most proud of —is that, over the last 10 to 
12 years, |feelthat Romulus has become 
recognized as a more respectable com- 
munity. When| first came to City Council, 
Romulus was seen — from a political 
standpoint — as a laugh and a joke by a 
lot of other communities. We've now 
become a more professional community 
and a more business-minded commu- 
nity whenit comes to running the City as 
a business. 

"That's an intangible, by all means — 
but, as far as I'm concerned, it's very 
important for the future success of this 
community." 

During Bergeron's City Council ten- 
ure, he has also served on, or led, sev- 
eral other community-service organiza- 
tions. Included here are two years as 
president of the Romulus Boosters Club, 
four years as vice-president of United 
Care (formerly the Peoples Community 
Hospital Authority), two years as.a board 
member of the Oakwood Health Ser- 
vices Corporation, and two years as a 
member of the Romulus Planning Com- 
mission. The RomulusAdolescent Health 
Center has also benefited from his expe- 
rienced leadership. 

This exceptional amount of public 
service naturally lends itself to a ques- 
tion of future political aspirations. | asked 
Bergeron to comment on this topic. 

“The idea of becoming mayor atsome 
future time is intriguing to me, but only 
because I'd like to be the person ulti- 
mately responsible forthe administrative 
side (of city government). I've been a 
part of the legislative side for a long time; 
by leading the administrative side, I'd 
really find out, at that time, how good my 
management skills would be. 

"So, if that happens, fine; and if it 
doesn't, that's fine, too, because my ca- 
reer pays me well." 

Jokingly, he then added, "But, then, 
I'd have to take a pay-cut to become 
mayor, and you can't eat ego!" 

Atter spending four years as a De- 
troit iron-worker, Bergeron entered the 
insurance/financial-planning industry in 
1975. In this, his present career, he's 
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involved with financial planning, invest- 
ments, corporate fringe-benefits, and 
other related financial matters. 

Currently, Bergeron works out of his 
home as Bergeron Enterprises, Inc., a 
company he founded in 1981. Also, he is 
presently studying to become a certified 
financial planner, a designation under 
which he would be able to broaden his 
base of operation. 

Pete and Marsha have been married 
for 22 years. For the past 15 years, 
Marsha has worked part-time as a ban- 
quet waitress for Holiday Inn. 

The Bergerons have three adult sons. 
Pete (Noah Ill); now 21 years old, has 
been working for Romulus’ Precision 
Hardware forthe pasttwo years. Michael, 
419, works in the construction field for 
Romulus’ Sabadash & Sabadash. Both 
Pete and Michael have been volunteer 
firefighters for the City of Romulus for 
more thana year. At 17, Bobbyis a senior 
at Romulus High School, where he is 
quarterback on this year's varsity foot- 
ballteam. With hopes of gettingacollege 
athletic scholarship for either football or 
baseball, Bobby wishes to get into sports 
medicine. 

Pete enjoys golfing andleague bowl- 
ing, as well as traveling. The Bergerons 
have been in every state east of the 
Mississippi River, and their goal is to visit 
all the remaining western states. Natu- 








rally, they also enjoy the home and family 
life, and the family goes to their cabin in 
Clare, Michigan, whenever possible. 

As we talked, | could see that 
Bergeron is a man of strong conviction. 
He is also an effective communicator 
and a man who, undoubtedly, has an 
innate ability to solve problems. Consid- 
ering that these talents are combined 
with a determined drive and desire to 
serve society, the people of Romulus are 
surely fortunate to have Pete Bergeron 
representing them on the Romulus City 
Council. O

Alcoholic: A Name Only

Question: My father has been drink- 
ing for the past 25 years. He is loud and 
obnoxious, and drinks every day. When 
I tell him that I'm concerned, he says that 
he can stop at any time. | think that he is 
an alcoholic. Doesn't he have to admit 
this before he can get help? 

Answer: First, a word about defini- 
tions. The term “alcoholic” is commonly 
applied to someone affected by "alcohol- 
ism" — a disease process involving the 
compulsive use of alcohol and loss of 
control over its consumption. The Ameri- 
can Psychiatric Association describes 
“alcohol dependency” as adisorder char- 
acterized by a number of factors, includ- 
ing increased consumption; unsuccess- 
ful efforts to cut down or control one's 
drinking; frequent intoxication or with- 
drawal symptoms when the individual is 
expected to fulfill obligations at work, 
school, or home; marked tolerance for 
alcohol; and/or continued use despite 
recurrent social, psychological, or physi- 
cal problems that result. 

Alcoholics Anonymous (AA), aworld- 
wide fellowship of recovering men and 
women, simply states that, if your use of 
alcohol is creating problems, then per- 
haps you are alcoholic. AA, however, 
leaves the diagnosing to the individual 
(i.e., attend a meeting and decide for 
yourself). 

Your father's drinking does seem to 
fulfill the criteria listed above, and may 


be described as "alcoholic." But your 
fatherdoesn't have to accept the fact that 
he is alcoholic in order to get help. He 
only has to acknowledge that his drink- 
ing is creating problems for himself and/ 
orthose around him. Recent research, in 
fact, seems to suggest that calling one- 
self "alcoholic" is unrelated to treatment 
outcome or recovery. Witness the large 
number of people who admit that they 
are alcoholic and continue to drink! 

It is wise to avoid power struggles, 
debates, or even rational persuasion to 
convince your father that he has a drink- 
ing problem. If he will agree to meet with 
atreatment professional to talk about his 
drinking, fine. If he refuses, you and/or 
other family members can obtain help 
through a qualified intervention special- 
istto learn how to respondto your father's 
drinking behavior. Better still, attend an 
Al-Anon meeting and allow yourself to 
become supported while you go through 
this difficult process.

What Is Stress?

Stress is the everyday "wear and 
tear" that you and your body experience 
as you respond to people, places, and 
things in your life. 

The primary question, really, is, How 
does stress damage the body? The pre- 
vailing theory, developed by Dr. Hans 

-Selye, is that stress hurts you by sound- 
ing your body's alarm to mobilize itself for 
"fight or flight.” When you feel that you're 
in danger, your heart rate speeds up; the 
amount of fats, cholesterol, and sugar in 
your bloodstream increases; your stom- 
ach secretes more acid; and yourimmune 
system slows down. All these changes 
are a colossal strain, and the strain is 
greatest if the stresses that you face are 
numerous, severe, and persistent. 

Over time, the strain leads to symp- 
toms like gastrointestinal distress, high 
blood-cholesterol, insomnia, and low- 
back pain. It also leaves you vulnerable 
to disease agents. Depending upon their 
biological makeup and exposure, one 
person may eventually develop heart 
disease; another, a peptic ulcer; anda 

third, a severe depression. 

| find that most people, when ap- 
proached about taking a stress-man- 
agement program, chuckle and laugh — 


“CAPTAIN NEMO’S 
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but, at some point during their humorous 
outburst, they mention that they're really 
stressed out. 

Knowing the danger signals can be 
a benefit to those who value their own 
health. Next month, I'll list the danger 
signals which are indicators of stress 
problems.

Teen Talk: Health 


Center Offers "Real" Medical Services

More times than | can count, people 
touring through the Health Center have 
remarked, with surprise, "Oh, this is just 
like areal doctor's office." | usually chuckle 
and tell them that's because it is a "real" 
doctor's office. | usually don't worry too 
much about those comments, assuming 
that most people know that the Health 
Center is a "real" medical clinic. 

Recently, however, I've started think- 
ing that too many people don't really 
know what we do here at the Center, so 
I'd like to explain a few things. 

First of all, we are a "real" doctor's 
office; this is not simply the schoo! nurse's 
office. Eventhough we are located inthe 
high school, which is not a familiar ar- 
rangement for most people, we function 
just like a "real" doctor's office. 

We have a physician on staff at the 
Center. Dr. Natalia Tanner, the Center's 
medical director, is a pediatrician who 
has been practicing medicine for more 
than 35 years. She is also a specialist in 
adolescent health. 

In addition to Dr. Tanner, medical 
care is provided by our physician assis- 
tant, Barry Smith, who is licensed by the 
State of Michigan. A physician assistant 
(PA) is trained to provide care under a 
physician's guidance, and may perform 
many services even in the physician's 
absence. Most things that a physician 
does (though not all, of course), includ- 
ing writing prescriptions, can be done by 
the PA. 

The medical staff also includes 
Denise Maggard, who is the Center's 
medical assistant. She is generally the 
person who gives immunizations; takes 
weight and height measurements; does 
urinalysis; takes blood pressure readings; 
and draws blood for any laboratory tests. 
She, too, is licensed by the State of Mich- 
igan to do such work. 

Because Dr. Tanner wants the chil- 
dren seen atthe Health Center to receive 
the highest-quality medicalcare, she has 
very high standards for what must be 
included in a physical examination. Al- 
though there may be health profession- 
als who feel that a physical exam can be 
done without the patient removing any 


clothing, thé staff at the Health Center 
feels that such an exam is inappropriate, 
and is not good for the health of the child. 
Possible problems in a growing adoles- 
cent that can only be detected by exam- 
ining the body could include scoliosis, 
suspicious lumps or rashes, muscle de- 
formities, abnormal growths or lesions, 
dehydration (lack of water), or evidence . 
of physical abuse. Neitherthese nor many 
other conditions can be detected if the 
Patient does not remove his/her clothing 
during a physical examination. Finally, a 
patient coming into the Center for aphysi- 
cal exam is always given a gown to wear 
after removing his/her clothing. 

Ifyou, orsomeone you know, argues 
that removal of clothing during a physical 
examination is not necessary, that is just 
plain wrong. Any physician who would 
perform such an exam is seriously jeop- 
ardizing the health of your child, and 
shouldbe questioned about his/her medi- 
cal practice. 

The Health Center will maintain the 
highest standard of medical care that is 
available. If you wish something differ- 
ent, that's obviously your choice. 

If you should have any questions * 
about the Center and our policies, or 
would simply like to tour the Center and 
talk with the staff, please call us; we'd be 
happy to answer your questions. 

The Romulus Adolescent Health 
Center is located in Romulus High School, 
9650 South Wayne Road. The Center 
serves Romulus residents — students 
and nonstudents — between the ages of 
10 and 21, and special-education stu- 
dents to age 26. Children to age five can 
receive immunizations. Blue Cross, Medi- 
caid, and private insurances are accept- 
ed. Fees are affordable and vary accord- 
ing to the patient's ability to pay. No one 
is denied services if unable to pay. Ap- 
pointments are usually necessary; some ,, 
walk-ins are accepted. Parents must sign 
aconsent form for their child to be seen. 
Call 941-1400 for information. 

The Romulus Adolescent Health 
Center Advisory Council meets on the 
fourth Tuesday of each month at 3 p.m. 
at the High School. Q

What Makes a Contract Enforceable? 


By Murray A. Duncan, Jr., attorney 

What makes acontract enforceable? 

A contract can be either oral or in 
writing. If you feel that someone —aparty 
to the contract — has breached the con- 
tract, and you want to enforce it in court, 
an oral contract obviously will be much 
more difficult to prove unless there has 
been some performance indicating that 
a contract has been made. The perfor- 
mance needed does not have to be that 
which completes the contract. Prepara- 
tion to perform, if such preparation is a 
reasonable indicator that full performance 
will be carried out, is sufficient. 

A contract in writing needs to meet 
some requirements to be enforceable in 
court. It must contain essential, or mate- 
rial, terms. Most courts usually look for 
the names of the parties to the contract; 
the subject matter; the price (if the con- 
tract is for the sale of a good); and that 
there has beenan exchange of consider- 
ation. A common misconception is that 
consideration must be equal. If the con- 
sideration is bargained for, itis sufficient. 
Acontract inwhich consideration has not 
been bargained for is said to be over- 
reaching, and the contract is void. 

Certain types of contracts must al- 
ways be in writing, or be evidenced by 
some sort of writing. They include con- 
tracts for the sale of land, contracts for 
performance which will not be complete 
within one year, and contracts for the 
sale of goods for an amount over a 
certain dollar figure. The writing can be

an inter-office memo or other papers 
reasonably indicating a contract, and 
must be signed by the party tobe charged. 
This is known as the principle of the 
Statute of Frauds. 

Sometimes, a contract which vio- 
lates the Statute of Frauds can be made 
enforceable. For example, full perfor- 
mance onone side takes the contract out 
of the Statute of Frauds.
